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HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS PRINCE ALBERT, 
CHANCELLOR OF THE UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE—(A Scene In the Senate House.) 
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with an idea that you were in the midst of an active and teeming 
population. Or you may have visited the fine old town in term 
time, when crowds of Under-Graduates were avidly drinking 
from the pure well of temporal and spiritual knowledge, and the 
various classes of seniors were actively engaged in informing the 
youthful mindand controlling youthtul tendencies to reprehensible 
aberrations. Still you will have seen nothing to shake your im- 
pression that Cambridge was the perfect type of humanstranquil- 
lity. A few more gowns, a few more cips, a few more pale and 
anxious faces will have met your eye in the rich and umbrageous 
gardens, the silent cloisters, and the serene meadows on the mar- 
gin of the serpentine and silver Cam; but they could have had 
no effect in shaking your conviction that human. passion was in 
a state of suspense—that all the struggles of ambition, the yearn- 
ings of hope, the anxieties of avarice, the despair of love, the 
suggestions of envy, hatred, and malice, were entirely absorbed 
and engrossed in the one noble and valuable pursuit of virtue and 
of wisdom. You will have supposed it impossible that[the quiet gra- 
vity of the place could at any time have been disturbed—its 
majestic serenity for one single moment ruffled. We confess to 
have been of your way of thinking; we believed that Cambridge, 
in the intensity of its love of learning, was not to be roused from 
its physical torpor, and forced into a cognisance of the attractions 
of mundane grandeur by any incident short of an earthquake, or 
a conflagration that should consume those glorious specimens of 
architecture, King’s College Chapel and the Fitzwilliam Museum. 
We have been undeceived if you continue in darkness, In Cam- 
bridge and the surrounding localities there is a slumbering vol- 
cano of the finest passions, which it only requires a noble motive 
to fan into an active eruption. The installation of Prince Albert 
has supplied the moving power in the present instance, and we 
are delighted to have been spectators of so brilliant an effer- 
vescence. As far as minute description and pictorial embellish- 
ment will enable us to make you, reader, a partaker in our plea- 
sure, you shall be delighted also. 

It is needless to tell of the anxious and busy days and weeks 
passed by the officers of the university in preparation for the 
auspicious event. The splendour and completeness of the ar- 
rangements sufficiently evinced the care and liberality that must 
have been devoted to their consummation. ‘The University itself 
is not, in its corporate character, a wealthy institution, but the 
colleges are individually rich; and it may readily be believed that 
each was solicitous to contribute its quota towards offering suit- 
able homage to the new chancellor and the most unquestionable 
proofs of loyalty to the sovereign who had vouchsafed to intimate 
her willingness to be present at the installation of her husband. 
Even “the pigs,” as it is the wont of the other colleges jocularly 
to denominate the members of St. John’s College, determined not 
to be behind hand in demonstrations of delight. They had, it is 
true, originated the nomination of Earl Powis, and struggled 
fiercely'to ensure his election to the chancellorship ; but defeat did 
not make them sullen or disloyal; the battle over, they deemed it 
becoming in them to accept the visitor with cheerful grace. And 
apropos of the election, we cannot here refrain from quoting one 
of the clever squibs which were current during the eventful con- 
test. It has never, we are told, found its way into print, though 
it better merits the immortality of type than four-fifths of the 
lampoons and pasquinades industriously distributed by the 
opposing parties — : 

How is it, when so many men their loyalty evince 

By asking for our chancelior the wood and gracious Prince? 


Is it some mighty strife between the Tories and the Whigs? 
Oh no, it simply springs from this, “ Lt doth not please the pigs. 


To come to the event. Monday morning broke, as it is appa- 
rently the peculiar pleasure of Nature that mornings should break 
when Queen Victoria goes forth among her loving subjects. For 
days previously, parties from the surrounding country and the 
metropolis had dropped into the town to witness the preparations, 
and secure to themselves comfortable quarters during the ovation ; 
the hotels, lodging houses, and colleges were already full ; every 
inhabitant had his guest, and some of them, whose hearts over- 
flowed with hospitality, had from twelve to twenty strangers 
within their gates; the rooms that were vacant had at least been 
bespoke, and there seemed to be no better prospect for the late 
visitors than a “lodging upon the cold ground” with the blue 
heavens for a canopy and the dews for a counterpane. Long 
before dawn the inhabitants of the adjacent villages, and even of 
the neighbouring counties, in all their best, began to pour into the 
streets, and, after seeking refreshment, to station themselves in the 
most advantageous positions for obtaining a view of the cortege. 
It had been duly announced that the Senate House would be the 
first place visited after her Majesty and the Prince Chancellor had 
refreshed themselves at Trinity. Accordingly, those who had 
been fortunate enough to obtain tickets of admission proceeded at 
an early hour to take up their places in the galleries or the body 
of the House, whilst others hastened to the point de réunion in 
‘Trumpington Street to be in time to see the procession formed ; 
for it was there that Gown would commence its homage after 
‘Town had done the honours of reception. 

At eleven o'clock all the main entrances to Cambridge, all the 
streets through which it was understood the Queen and Prince 
Consort would pass — the vicinity of all the colleges which it 
was arranged they should visit — presented the most animated 
and brilliant spectacle that can well be imagined. Flags without 
number, festoons of evergreens, picturesque drapery, loyal 
mottoes and devices, banners, streamers, wreaths decorated 
almost every dwelling and every shop, the whol: of the latter of 
which were closed in honour of the oceasion. The bells of the 
churches rang out joyous peals, and certain minor cannons (we 
will not risk the haeknied joke) indulged in gentle boomings, 
demonstrative of universal rejoicing. As noon approached the 
mayor aud corporation —as goodly an array, physically con- 
sidered, as any turtle-endowed city can boast — proceeded to the 
railway station, headed by the band of the sappers and miners, 
and followed by a detachment of the Wittlesey yeomanry and a 
body of tbe armed out-pensioners in their handsome dark blue 
costumes. The critical eye of the experienced soldier might 
perhaps have detected in the costume and appointments of the 
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yeomanry some of the incongruities which are the unavoidable 
consequence of rare assemblages for purposes of drill and ex- 
ercise; but if one cavalier did happen to carry a carbine while 
another rejoiced in holsters — if one actually wore staring yellow 
cotton lace while another positively sported a subdued and faded 
gold twist —if some were mounted on prancing hunters and 
others satisfied their martial ‘emotions on slow-going cobs, 
“accustomed to harness and so quiet that a lady might drive 
them” — unquestionably all were animated by one feeling of 
loyalty and zeal, and therefore exempt from professional criti- 
cism. Moreover the Wittleseys were commanded by Captain 
Smith, the worthy brother of the hero of Aliwal, and that alone 
was an honourable and enviable distinction. 

One o’clock had but just stricken when a cheer from the rail- 
way station announced the arrival of the royal train. Leave we 
to other pens the pleasant task of telling how the Queen and the 
Prince had been received at the Tottenham station by the chair- 
man and directors of the Eastern Counties railway; how her 
Majesty graciously spoke to Mr. Hudson, wishing him “good morn- 
ing ;” how warmly she expressed to the Prince her approbation 
of, and gratification at, the preparations that had been made for 
their reception; how the Prince was delighted with the triumphal 
arches and the “ pretty pavilion” through which the royal pair 
and suite passed; how the royal carriage was exquisitely fitted up 
and furnished ; how the train rapidly rushed through smiling 
corn fields, fruitful of harvest promise ; and how at each little 
station, remote from the haunts of men, thousands of rustics had 
assembled to cheer their Queen upon her first flight by the Eastern 
Counties Railway. All those details belong to the ubiquitous 
chroniclers of the daily press, who have done their spouting most 
faithfully. 

Shortly after one o'clock the Town cortège returned to Cam- 
bridge, preceding the royal carriages and their welcome tenants, 
her Majesty having previously returned to the mayor the mace 
he tendered as in duty bound. Bootless were it to tell of the 
vociferous cheers, the loyal expressions of delight, the waving of 
hats, and handkerchiefs, and banners, as the Queen and the Prince 
passed on to Trumpington Street, where, being joined by the 
Duke of Wellington, Sir Robert Peel, &c., and escorted by the 
Life Guards, they proceeded to Trinity College. At Trinity, the 
vice-chancellor and heads of colleges received the Queen and 
royal Chancellor (how, we have elsewhere detailed) ; and here at 
once it became the duty of Prince’ Albert to {stand before her 
Majesty as her subject, and read in his capacity of the head of the 
University the Address of the “ Chancellor, Master, and Scholars.” 
Her Majesty was naturally very much amused at the novel posi- 
tion of her consort, and, it is alleged, laughed immensely as his 
Royal Highness backed out of the hall. From Trinity College 
a movement was now made to the Senate House, for here a con- 
vocation was to be held, and the Prince to be regaled with a 
Latin oration. His Royal Highness, who was received on enter- 
ing with a cheer which appeared to be a condensation of all the 
vociferous salutations for which the Senate House had on bygone 
inaugurations and installations been remarkable —his Royal 
Highness, we say, went through all the necessary formalities with 
ease, and then proceeded to the entrance of the house to escort 
her Majesty to the superb dais erected for her reception. And in the 
alacrity with which the Prince (whom all the Cambridge belles 
have voted singularly handsome) ran out to perform this office 
the spectators witnessed another proof of the conjugal attach.

aurice Perry and Samuel Crawley were committed by the county 

magistrates for the wilful murder of one of the Bathampton police, 
On Monday last week, two navigators, employed on the Wilts and 
Somerset Railway, quarrelled at a public-house at Bathampton, and 
failing to settle it by words, adjourned to an adjoining field to « fight 
it out,” the prisoners and two others acting as seconds, A ring was 
formed, and a large mob collected, when, after a few rounds, John 
Bailey (the deceased), a constable, and another officer, forced their 
way between the combatants, and desired them to desist fighting, 
lhe prisoners immediately pushed them back, and so held them, the 
men still fighting. The’ constables again attempted to interfere, 
when they were instantly knocked down, the prisoners kicking them 

unmercifully about the head and body, from the violent force of 
which Bailey almost immediately died. Several witnesses clearly 
identified the prisoners as the parties who committed the outrage, 

The prisoners, who made no defence, were conveyed to the county 
gaol on the capital charge. A verdict of “ Wilful murder” had been 

returned at the coroner's inquest, which was held on Friday. 

Prnsnorr.— A few days ago, an aged angler, named William 
Wootton, who had lived nearly a century of years, while pursuing 
his darling avocation on the banks of “soft flowing Avon,” near 
Pershore, fell into the Stream, and was drowned, ‘lhe veteran was 
at the river side early in the morning, and on a person going to fetch 
him to dinner, his basket was fourd on the bank, aud his hat being 
observed on the surface of the water, the river was searched, and the 
body of the deceased was found, Mr. Best, coroner, held an inquest, 
when it appeared that the deceased had been subject to fits, and as 

there could be but little doubt that he was so afflicted when he feil 
into the water, a verdict to that effect was returned. 

Linuitucow Towx-uatr. — This venerable pile was, on Friday 
week, almost entirely consumed. ‘The origin of the conflagration is 
said to be the ignition of the old wood in the roof by the sun; but we 
Suspect a more artistic cause will yet be discovered. 

Evinnurcu.—The announcement of a dividend of 8 per cent. on 
the stock of the Western Bank for last year is another proof’ of the 
stability of the Scotch monetary system. ‘This institution, com- 
menced in 1832, has a reserve fund of 375,0007., and 16 branches. 

Bricuton,—On Sunday one of the engines kept in readiness at 
the railway station at Brighton was set in motion by the stoker for 
the purpose of proceeding to the water tanks, and while the man had 
got down to shift the points, the engine went forward too rapidly for 
him to remount to turn off the steam, and it ran into the parcel office, 
breaking down the wall, and destroying everything in the office. 
The damage done is estimated at 200/., and three pictures, said to 
be worth 100/., which had been placed in the office for the purpose 
of being conveyed away, were destroyed. The foreman, Thomas 
Harrison, was had before the magistrates on Monday and fined 101. 
for acting against regulations. 

On Monday again a special train arrived from London with a party 
of the “ Foresters,” The train was a long one, consisting of twenty- 
three carriages, and the driver, misjudging the strength necessary to 
push the train to the arrival platform, put on too much steam. ` At 
the end of the platform, at the very point where the concussion just 

‘described took place, a second class carriage had been placed, and 
beyond this a “ hoarding” had been erected, behind which workmen 
were already engaged in repairing the disaster. ‘The front carriage 
of the train ran her buffers through this second class carriage, which 
it forced again over the pavement and through the hoarding. For- 
tunately the momentum was now exhausted, and no further mischief 
accrued, 

Eastern Counties Lux, On Tuesday evening as Mr. Richard- 
Son, master of the carriage department, was proceeding to Totten- 
ham, he perceived, when near the Edmonton station, lying on the 
side of the line and close to the rails a fine boy, between the age of 
ten and twelve years, quite insensible and covered with blood yet 
flowing from an‘extensive laceration on the head. ‘Two of the còn- 
stabularly were instantly forwarded with the sufferer to the Shore- 
ditch terminus by the train then due, from whence Mr. Grimshaw, 
the station master, by medical advice, had him conveyed to the 
London Hospital. For a considerable time no clue could be ob- 
tained to the boy’s parents, but at length it was asceriained that his 
name was Henry Edwards. He had wandered from his home in 
Bethnal Green to Edmonton, where climbing a high wall for the 
purpose of viewing the railroad he overbalanced himself and fell 
over. Not any hopes are entertained of his recovery. 

SCARBOROUGH, — Mr. Purnell, ex-mayor, was driving towards 
Scarborough in a pony gig, accompanied by two of his daughters, 
when, in passing the railway station, the pony took fright at a 
butcher’s cart, and proceeded at a furious rate towards the New Bar, 
At the top of Bull Lane the gig came in contact with the wall of the 
Bull Hotel stables, and Mr, Purnell and his daughters were thrown 
violently out. Mr, Purnell fell with his head against the bottom of 
the wall, and was taken up insensible. He was carried into the Spa 
Inn, and in about an hour he was sufficiently recovered to be able to 
proceed home in a cab, but the wound on his forehead is of a serious 
nature, The ladies escaped almost unhurt.

On the motion of the CHANCELLOR of the Excnequer the House resolved itself 
into a committee:to consider a resolution for a loan of 300,000/., on the security 
of rates for the purposes of Irish relief, The resolution was agreed to. The 
CHANCELLOR of the EXcuEQuer then proposed a resolution to exonerate certain 
counties in Ireland, liable for the cost of public works and drainage, from the 
payment of one half the amount.—Lord G. BENTINCK protested against being 
supposed to agree that these relief works were such as he approved. ` Of all the 
large sums thus expended, only thë small one of 630,0002., expanded on the 
making of railways in Ireland, would alone be repaid punctually and without 
loss to the Imperial Treasury.—Mr. Laporentrng and Lord J. RUSSELL con- 
tended that under the difficult circumstances of the case the Government had 
done all that it was possible to attempt, The Irish Secretary admitted that in 
great emergencies the Principles of political economy could not be maintained, 
—Mr. DISRAELI insisted that the statement of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and the admissions of the Prime Minister and the Irish Secretary, clearly proved 
that the policy recommended by Lord G. Bentinck was the best one, and that 
the only investment that would bring a return was that made in accordance with 
that policy.—Mr. STAFFORD O’Brien drew attention to the fact that the Irish 
Secretary had admitted that in Cases of emergency free-trade principles could 
not be carried out. Thus as long as they suited the Government, they were the 
principles of common sense, but when they were found inconvenient, then they 
were discarded. After observations from Mr. B. Osponne, Mr. CALLAGHAN, and 
Mr. PoULETT Scropg, the resolution was agreed to. The other orders of the day 
were disposed of, and the House adjourned. 
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LONDON. 

Distress 1N IRELAND. — On Saturday last, the committee, at the 
South Sea House, of the British Association for the Relief of Dis- 
tress in Ireland and Scotland, made their twentieth report of the 
subscriptions received by them, and which amounts to the large sum 
of 425,0002. Amongst the donations recently forwarded to this 
country for the objects of the assuciation, was his Imperial Majesty 
the Sultan, 10002. 

Painters’ ALMsnouse Furn.—On Monday night, a public meet- 
ing was held at the Mechanics’ Institute, Southampton Buildings, 
T. S. Duncombe, Esq., M. P., in the chair, to consider the propriety 
of authorising the committee to purchase a site, and erect almshouses 
thereon, for aged, decayed, and infirm printers and their wives. Mr. 
Darkin read the report of the committee, which stated that they were 
enabled to proceed with the proposed almshouses, and that at Wood 
Green, Hornsey, close to the Poulterers’ and Fishmongers’ Asylum, 
they had met with a site suitable to their object, which would not cost 
more than 4501. The net subscriptions figured 2010/. ‘The report 
further stated that the committee were endeavouring to induce the 
Caxton committee to lend their assistance in the erection of the alms- 
houses for printers. Messrs, River, Ellis, Nichols, Hansard, Frith, 
and other gentlemen having addressed the meeting, the report was 
adopted, and the committee were authorised to treat for the site at 
Hornsey, and commence thereon the erection of almshouses capable 
of accommodating twelve printers and their wives; the cost of the 
building not to exceed 12001 ‘Thanks were then voted to the chair- 
man, atter which the meeting separated. ; 

Denny Sweerstakes.—On Monday, at the Marylebone Sessions, 
held for the transfer of licences, before Sir P. Laurie, Knt., a letter 
written by the late Mr. J, Rawlinson, magistrate of the Marylebone 
police court, was presented to the chairman, in which attention was 
directed to the number of Derby, St. Leger, and other sweepstakes 
being allowed at the houses of licensed victuallers. The chairman 
directed the inspector to bring all cases before the bench at the gene- 
ral licensing day of the licensed Victuallers, who, after having re- 
ceived notice, cautioning them against allowing them in their houses, 
should continue to do so. Mr. H. Rose said that in the licences 
granted to licensed victuallers, Particular allusion was made against 
all gambling, and it had been stated by Baron Alderson that sweep- 
stakes were a species of gambling. The chairman observed that as 
far as the power of the bench went, the magistrates would direct their 
attention to the subject,

When it is found in later stages 
of growth, and on the glumes and pcelew of the chaff, it is more injurious than 
when it merely appears in the earlier period of growth. : 

We now proceed to make a few remarks on certain other fungi not so common 
as the red rust or red robin, which is’ occasionally found on the leaves of. the 
wheat plant. One of these is the erysiphe graminis, almost universal on it) in 
1845, but which did not seem to do much harm, and upon which thercfore there 
is no need to enlarge. On the continent there are two species of moulds which 
are extremely curious, and one of these is fearfully destructive. The former, 
called chéonyphe, from its being developed during snow, was discovered in Ice- 
land hy Thieneman. Two other species have since been seen in the neighbour- 
hood of Dresden, where they are abundant. This singular m Ould is found on 
the snow, when it just melts before the sun without any general thaw. It con- 
sists of spreading, shining, fleecy patches, and the reproductive portion of it 
sometimes red and sometimes green. As soon as the snow melts t appears on 
the young herb in a stratum resembling a cobweb of great delicacy, which is not 
of long duration, It is most likely owing to the existence of some animal 
matter in the soil, and is extremely remarkable, though by reason of its vanishing 
so quickly is not attended with disastrous results. i 

Not so the other, called by Unger lanosa nivalis, with reference also to ite 
coming in time of snow. Unlike the last, this fungus is developed beneath the 


snow, and is excessively injurious both to grass and corn. During the spring of 


j scription of it was published in the "7 Gardener’s Chronicle.” It ap- 
bam tee afoot or even more in diameter, tinging the snow with a 
red hue, arising from the spores of the fungus, which are of this colour. When 
a spore is greatly magnified, the colour contents are very perceptible, A com- 

letely withered plot is left behind, wherever this fungus has run its course, 
When snows have come on without previous frosts, it has been known to destroy 
whole crops, particularly barley and rye. In places where it prevails, the farmers 
plough up the frozen surface, 80 complete is the mischief effected on the young 
plants. Frappily for us, it has not yet reached Great Britain; but that it will 
not, no one can predict, for all fungal diseases are very alarming, and may appear 
when least expected, especially in a climate where the seasons vary as they do 
in ours. 


The next parasitic fungus is the one which so materially affects the flower of 


the wheat plant. It is much more minute than those previously described. The 
name given it by botanists is uredo segetum. Farmers call it by various appella- 
tions, as “ smut, dust-brand, burnt ear, chimney-sweeper ;' the last designation 
evidently arising from its looking exactly like a coating of soot adhering, by some 
gummy substance, to the young ear. 

It reduces the ears of both wheat and barley to a shrivelled state, and has the 
same effect upon oats. ‘The black masses of sooty powder are the spores of the 
fungus, Some farmers say they like to see a little of it, because it is always ac- 
companied by a good crop. Certainly, as Professor Henslow well observes, the 
* little’ can only be, with any propriety, on the principle of the less the better. 
Undoubtedly every ear attacked is destroyed, as is evident from the first instant 
it emerges from its hose or sheath, ‘The extreme smallness of the spores of this 
fungus may be inferred from M. Bauer’s investigations.: He says the one hundred 
and sixty thousandth part of a square inch contained forty-nine of them. Hence 
he calculates that not less than seven millions eight hundred and forty thousand 
would be required to cover a square inch English measure. It has, indeed, been 
a question with some persons, whether these appearances are not due to a mass 
of diseased cells, and that they are not fungi at all. But the answer to this is, 
that diseased cells would not germinate, which these uredines unquestionably do, 
There is no apparent difference, generally speaking, between the spores of this 
uredo in wheat and barley. If the spores of this uredo are so small, what must 
the spornles be as to dimensions ? The highest imaginable power of a microscope 
could only be expected toexhibit them as a Nee? cloud. The next question 
is, how the fungus acts upon the part of the plant w hich is principally affected ? 

When the plant is attacked by this fungus, the first injuries are found upon the 
interior portions of the flower, which render it completely abortive. In a short 
time afterwards, the pendicles, or little stalks, to which the florets are attached, 
swell and look hard and fleshy. At Jength the whole is consumed; and the ear, 
particularly in the case of wheat, becomes dismantled of all its reproductive or- 
gans, ‘and the remainder is powdered over with the before-mentioned black, 
dusty smut, which has a most disagreeable appearance. M. Bauer, however, 
states that it has been found in some other portions of the plant. These in- 
stances are certainly very rare, and have been noticed by scarcely any observers, 
In some seasons immense quantities of it may be seen, during summer, in the 
corn fields, long before the rest of the grain reaches maturity. All these ears are, 
as we have said, destroyed by it, and therefore the amount of the crop greatly di- 


minished. But as its spores are scattercd to the winds for weeks betore reaping 


begins, the farmer scarcely sees it during the harvest, and consequently thinks 


but little about it. This is probably the true solution of the prejudice in its 


favour. 


There is every reason to believe that the fungus enters the plant by means of 
its sporules being so small that they find access with the ascending sap, by the 
spongioles of the root, With this sap the sporules circulate and are developed 


as has been described.

_ France.—A gorgeous féte champetre was given, on Monday even- 
ing, in the park of Vincennes, by the Duke and Duchess of Mont- 
Penner The number of guests amounted to three thousand, 
Nothing could exceed the splendour of this entertainments Millions 
of lampsof all colours were suspended in festoons and arches on the 
trees; military trophies were tastefully displayed ; brilliant fireworks 
were exhibited; and the scene was kept for a considerable interval 
illuminated with Bengal lights. Al tħe younger members of the 
royal family now in Paris were present, as well as Queen Maria 
Christina and her suite. 

M. Vernes, sub-governor of the Bank of France, who went to St, 
Petersburgh to complete the financial operation between that esta. 
blishment and Emperor Nicholas, has received the decoration of St. 
Vladimir from the hands of his Majesty, and M. Rodier, who accom- 
panied him, has received the Cross of the Order of St. Anne, 


The appointment of Count Bresson to the embassy at Naples has 


been definitely settled, but no answer has yet been received to a 


communication of his intended nomination made to the King of 


Naples. ‘This delay on the part of the Neapolitan court is ascribed 
to the discontent produced in that quarter by the opposition given by 
MM. Bresson to the ‘Trappani marriage, during his mission at Madrid. 

Srain,—Our accounts from Madrid are of the 1st instant. The 
Queen had been present at the Jast exhibition at the Circus, accom- 
panied by her Major- Domo, Count de Santa Coloma, and her private 
secretary, M. Ventura de la Vega, The“ Fomento” of Barcelona, 
of the 29th ult., announces that the factions had divided after the en- 
gagement with the Queen’s troops at Montagut, on the 22d, and were 
then committing depredations tn the province of ‘Tarragona. At 
Froncoli they destroyed the stone of the Constitution, and burnt the 
portrait of the Queen on the public square. M. Gueil, who was said 
to have proposed for the hand of the Infanta Josefa, embarked at 
Barcelona for Italy. 

Don Francisco and his daughter, the Infanta Josepha, left the 
royal palace on the 29th ult., and return for the present to their 
former abode, the palace of San Juan, They are expected to set 
out shortly upon one of those journeys to distant baths or foreign 
countries to which the illustrious in disgrace are usually doomed, 

PoxtuGcat.—A telegraphic despatch from Southampton) reached 
town on Monday, announcing the termination of the civil war in 
Portugal. The Junta had surrendered on the 30th ultimo, and the 
city of Oporto was occupied by the Spanish troops, under the com- 
mand of General Concha. S é 

fourkry.—A powerful Albanian chief has put himself at the head 
of 1260 men, and openly declared against the authority of the sultan. 
Bessim Pacha has marchd against him from Bytolia, at the, head of 
two regiments of infantry, two squadrons of cavalry, and twenty 
pieces of cannon. The measures of reform introduced into Albania 
by the sultan wére the occasion of this rising. 

, CONSTANTINOPLE, — ‘The palace being built by the Viceroy of 
Lgypt at Beycos, on the Asiatic side of the Bosphorus, will be of 
the finest stone that can be procured, and adorned with 150 marble 
columns, ` Close to it will be a kiosk for the sultan. ‘Ihe façade 
towards the sea will be 200 pics (more than 400 feet in length). It 
is believed that the construction will require three or four years, and

Syrra.—A meeting of the various sheiks of the province assembled 
some time ago for the purpose of putting the taxes upon an equal 
footing throughout the country, and adopting more precautionary 
measnres in regard to quarantine, Having completed their labours, 
they have dispersed to their several homes. This decision of the 
quarantine has been occasioned by the European powers having re- 
duced it on all arrivals from the Levant except Syria. ‘The govern- 
ment, therefore, wishing to be placed on a level with other states, has 
ordered the formation of a cordon sanitaire from Gaza to Hebron, 
which it trusts will be effectual, 

Damascus.—The city is virtually without a garrison. One part 
is gone to increase the army acting against Bederhan Bey, the other 
part went to attack the Arab rebel tribe of Havanan, which they dis- 
versed, and from whom they took a number of camels and horses. 
The last letters from Damascus announce that the Jews of that city 
had been again persecuted. The following are the particulars — A 
Jewish cloth merchant having been insuited by a Turkish woman, 
complained to the authorities, The populace immediately became 
excited, and beat the man so violently that his life was endangered. 
The populace next accused the man of having stolen a ‘Turkish 
child, and he was arrested. During two days all the Jews who ap- 
peared in the streets of Damascus were insulted, and even ill-treated, 
but the foreign consuls fortunately interfered, and at their request 
the governor caused an Inquiry to be instituted, when it appeared 


that the Jew had not been guilty of any crime. The governor 


ordered that he should be set at etre and he further sentenced two 
Turks to the galleys for their life, who had affirmed on their oath 
that the Jew had stolen a child. : 

Aarnta. — The “ Moniteur Algérien” of the 30th publishes an 
account of the last operations of the column under the orders of 
General Bedeau, from which it appears that on the 20th, about 250 
men of the tribe of the Ouled- Aidounes fell upon a small portion of 
the 19th and 31st regiments of Light Infantry, and a severe conflict 
ensued, which ended in the defeat of the Kabyles, who had twenty 
men killed and a great number wounded, The loss of the French in 
this affair was rather severe. ‘Three officers were killed, and several 
non-commissioned officers and privates were killed or wounded. 
The Kabyles made another attack on the 21st, in which they were 
defeated with considerable loss to themselves, and none to the French. 
On the 22d, Colonel de Barral pursued the fugitives, and surround- 
ing them in the ravines, killed twenty-seven and wounded a great 
number. ‘I'his affair was followed by the submission of several tribes 
who had shown a hostile disposition. 
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POLITICAL INDICATIONS. 


PRUSSIA AND Russta.—The Emperor of Russia has resolved to 
send to Berlin a very considerable sum of money, some accounts say 
14,000,000, and others 15,600,000 silver roubles. It is asserted that 
this loan will not be made to the I russian government, but has been 
offered to the king personally. The importance of this fact will not 
escape any one who has followed the recent incidents of our internal 
polities. Itis not vseless to add that a personal loan to the king is 
not a new thing; when the extraordinary expenses occasioned by the 
state of Europe in 1830 exhausted the treasury, the king personally 
‘contracted a loan of 10,000,000 thalers. : 

Tur Spanish Rovat FAMILY. — Those who have undertaken to 
act as pacificators in the royal family of Spain must be rather satis- 
fied with, the success of their endeavours, There is Maria Christina 
at Malmaison, the King Consort at the Pardo,, Don Enrique at 
Tolosa, the Duchess of Montpensier at Paris, and now Don Fran- 
cisco de Paula and his daughter are going to the baths, while Isabel I1. 
is alone in her palace at Madrid.

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THE WEEK. 

NOTWITHSTANDING “ the lame and impotent conclusion” to which 
Mr. Hume’s motion upon the affairs of Portugal was lately 
brought by the indifference of the House of Commons, Mr. B. 
Osborne has been induced to revive the subject, and with equally 
unfruitful result. On the order of the day (on Monday) for the 
House resolving itself into a Committee of Supply, Mr. Osborne 
moved that the British Government, having interfered in the late 
insurrection, were bound to see that the Portuguese people should 
be secured in the exercise of their just and legitimate freedom. 
He added, however, that his chief reason for the motion was to 
give Lord Palmerston an opportunity of making the speech which 
he had been unable to deliver during the former debate. The 
Noble Lord the Foreign Secretary was sagacious enough to de- 
cline the proffered advantage, contenting himself with a few 
generalities, with which, after several other members had spoken. 
Mr. Osborne was forced to be content. It was understood, in the 
course of the debate, that Count Bomfin and his colleagues would 
be restored to their country, 

The eternal case of the Rajah of Sattarah has again been a 
subject of discussion in the House of Commons. Sir John Hob- 
house condescended to be more explicit and communicative than 
he had hitherto been; and the result was, that the motion for en- 
quiry was negatived by a considerable majority. 

The addresses of parliamentary candidates to their constituencies 
multiply every day. Verbosity is their principal characteristic ; 
the absence of matter is compensated by the superfluity of words. 
The suspension of party strife will probably expedite the elec- 
tions, and occasion little interference with the general course of 
business ; but the ordinary element of corruption will doubtless 
enter into the electoral arrangements, the rather that the inde- 
pendent voters lack the stimulus of strong political opinion, Mr, 
Grantley Berkeley has shown, by the publication of a document 
alleged to emanate from Earl Fitzhardinge, that West Gloucester- 
shire is valued at 1200/. ; that, at least, is the sum proposed to be 
paid over to him and to Mr, H. Berkeley if they will neither of 
them attempt to prevent Mr. Granville Berkeley's return. We 
should like to see a fair expose of the corruptions proved to have 
been employed in polluting the electoral stream since the Reform 
Bill passed. It would be a fair commentary upon the “ finality” 
of that notable measure, 

The cause of the Spanish bondholders was taken up by Lord 
George Bentinck on ‘Tuesday evening. He moved an address to 
her Majesty upon the subject. Lord Palmerston, however, ren- 
dered the prosecution of the motion unnecessary. He delivered a 
speech pregnant with pure British spirit, indignantly denouncing 
the system of squandering public money that prevailed, the 
shameful allowing of ministers to amass fortunes by every species 
of peculation, and the reckless waste in the collection of the 
revenue; and, finally, inveighing against the restrictive and ex- 
clusive commercial system upheld in Spain, blaming the suc- 
cessive Governments of France for continually throwing obstacles 
in the way of all attempts at « liberalising the commerce of Spain.” 
Lord Palmerston, in continuation (says an abstract of the report 
of his speech), said he did not apply these remarks exclusively to 
Spain, but to all non-paying states; it was an incontestable doc- 
trine, that the interest on national debts should be paid first ; and 
he trusted that the South American States and the North Ameri- 
can States would wipe off from their history this stain on their 
national characters. The Noble Lord, in conclusion, requested 
the House not to impose on the Government the necessity of 
taking any peremptory steps at present; but he said he would 
take that opportunity of warning foreign Governments that the 
time might come when the House of Commons would no longer 
endure those injustices done to British subjects — when England 
would not see with tranquillity a sum of 150,000,000.. sterling 
due to her people, and when her Majesty’s Government, whoever 
they might be, would be compelled by the force of public opinion 
and by the votes of Parliament, to deviate from the usual prac- 
tice, and insist, by all the means at their disposal, on the payment 
of those demands, That England had means to do this, he would 
not for a moment question, It was not that we wer¢ afraid of 


these States, one or all put together, that made him hesitate. The 
question was one of expediency, not of power. ‘Therefore, let no 
foreign country deceive itself, and think that the British Parlia- 
ment, or the British nation, would remain passive under injustice, 
or that we would not have ample means at our command to en- 
force our demands. ‘The speech gave great satisfaction, 

Sir Henry Pottinger appears, by the last accounts from the 
Cape of Good Hope, to make but little progress in bringing the 
Kaflir war to a close. ‘The campaign is beginning to assume a 
complexion akin to that of the French in Algeria. ‘The enemy 
present themselves suddenly at fresh and undefended points 
upon the frontier; troops are sent to confront them, and they dis- 
appear; our detachments pursue, and cannot find them, or find 
them in such bodies, or so well placed, as to render attack 
desirable. 

A gratifying picture of the financial state of the country is pre- 
sented by the Revenue tables for the year and quarter, just pub- 
lished, They disclose an increase, on the income of the year now 
concluded, of 1,004,026/, and on the quarter of 41,4571. The 
increase is upon every item ; but during the past quarter there has 
been a slight decrease in the Customs. How this state of finan- 
cial prosperity has been created during a period of unexampled 
public suffering, is one of those ministerial mysteries which we 
cannot pretend to explain in a mere summary of the week’s events. 
It will be worth penetrating at a period of greater leisure. 

The proceedings of the Court during the three first days of this 
week have been concentrated at Cambridge. We have given so 
full an account elsewhere of the ceremonials and fetes attending 
the installation of the Prince Consort, that it is needless to refer 
to them here, further than to express our pleasure at the readiness 
with which those who opposed his Royal Highness’s elevation 
forgot their disappointment, and united with the rest of the Uni- 
versity in paying respect to the new Chancellor, 

There have been some scrious fires during the week, the most 
remarkable of which was the destruction of thirteen houses at 
Greenwich by lightning. We have given particulars elsewhere.

Her Majesty and the Prince Consort reached the station at twenty 
minutes 'past 11; and, without any delay, the Queen and Prince 
took their seats in the carriage prepared for them, the Duchess of 
Sutherland, mistress of the robes, going in the carriage with the 
royal couple, who graciously acknowledged the special preparations 


made for their reception, ‘The signal for departure was then given, 
although it wanted nine minutes of the time appointed for the com- 
mencement of the transit. ‘he precautions and programme set 
down for observance by the officers of the company were strictly ad- 
hered to; a pilot engine preceded the royal train; then came the 
train bearing with it the personage in whom are concentrated the 
love and reverence of three kingdoms; the driver, Young, was es- 

ecially selected for this duty, a proper reward for sobriety and care, 
The train passed swiftly and smoothly over the ground, making a 
short stay at Bishops Stortford, and thence being wafted steadily and 
without the slightest hindrance to the station at Cambridge, 

On the arrival of the royal train at the Cambridge station, the 
Queen and her consort were received by the corporation of the town, 
‘he mayor, Mr. Browne, and the chaplain, accompanied by the al- 
derman and town councillors, then formed in procession, and pre- 
ceded the carriage in which her Majesty and Prince Albert, with the 
Duchess of Sutherland, were seated. Four other royal carriages, 
containing Prince Waldemar and his suite, and the Queens minis- 
ters, lords in waiting, and other attendants, headed the procession, 
which, thus formed, proceeded at a walking pace from the railway 
station to ‘l'rinity College, the first place to which it was arranged 
the Queen should repair, as therein are contained the royal apart- 
ments, reserved by right of the reigning monarch, and there, of 
course, the royal servants had made their preparations, 

THE ADDRESS. 

At half-past one the discharge of artillery, the ringing of the 
church bells, and the loud and continuous shouts of the populace out- 
side, announced the approach of the royal cortège, which within a 
few minutes had entered the gate and driven round the quadrangle to 
the entrance of the hall, where her Majesty and the Prince Chan- 
cellor were received by the vice-chancellor, the master of Trinity, 
and the other authorities of the university. The royal party on 
alighting were received by the most deafening shouts of welcome ; 
doctors, masters, undergraduates, and even ladies vieing with each 
other in power of lungs. Her Majesty having rested briefly at the 
lodge, and gone through the ceremony of receiving and returning the 
staves, entered the hall, by a door at the upper end, near the chair of 
state, which had been provided for her use, Her Majesty, who wore a 
dress of white muslin, trimmed with primrose-coloured ribbons, with 


bonnet to match, and who looked extremely well, was conducted to- 


the throne by the university authorities, Having taken her seat, a 
shout was heard from without, and almost instantaneously the hall, 
which, except at the throne and in the gallery, had been hitherto 
empty, became crowded by members of the university, who, rushing 
in, hailed the presence of her Majesty and their chance: lor with 
huzzas so loud and so Jong that the fine old Tudor Gothic hall rang 
again and again with their echoes, Occupying places near the 
throne were the distinguished foreign princes and the suite who 
accompanied her Majesty. 

‘Lhe Prince-Chancellor, on entering, proceeded direct to the 
throne, where his Royal Highness read the address as follows : — 

TO THE QULEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 
The Humble Address of the Chancellor, Masters, and Scholars of the University 
of Cambridge 

May it please your Majesty,—We, your Majesty’s most loyal and devoted sub- 
jects, the chancellor, masters, and scholars of the University of Cambridge, 
avail ourselves of your Majesty's gracious WE at this time to renew the 
assurance of our firm attachment to your Majesty’s person and government. 

The recollection of your Majesty’s former visit is preserved by us with feelings 
of pride and satisfaction; and we now hail with fervent joy your Majesty's pre- 
sence amongst us for the second time, and desire to express in the fullest manner 
in which words can convey it our heartfelt gratitude tor this gracious mark of 
royal favour. We trust that we may be allowed to consider the honour which 
we enjoy as a proof ot your Majesty’s undiminished favour, which will be 
cherished as an incentive to renewed exertion, and will encourage the members 
of our boay, in their several stations, to deserve your Majesty’s approbation by a 
zealous and diligent discharge of their important duties. The time which has 
apsed since the period of your Majesty's former visit has been marked by an 
important change in the highest oflice of our body. We have had to deplore the 
Joss of our late excellent chancellor, who, to his great regret, was on that occas 
ston prevented by the infirm state of his health from vasuming his place amongst 
us, and expressing in person his acknowledgments of your Majesty's gracious 
favour. We are encouraged by your Majesty’s presence in the university at this 
time to entertain a confident hope that the act of the university in filling up the 
vacant office has been regarded by your Majesty with approbation, and we trust 
that the same royal protection and favour will be continued to us which we have 
been wont to enjoy from the sovereigns of this kingdom. The occasion seems to 
require that we should take this opportunity of assuring your Majesty that we 
are not unmindful of the high principles which the institutions of the university 
were intended to accomplish, We trust that there bave not been wanting 
hitherto a zeal for the studies of literature and science, and efforts to promote 
the still more elevated and holy cause which our founders had in view — the 
establishment of re igion and virtue upon A" Erol and sure foundation, We 
would venture to appeal to recent discoveries in astronomical and other kindred 
sciences, to the many persons eminent in literature and science, and in the public 
Offices of life, to the statesmen, the judges, the philosophers of our country, who 
have received their early education, and been taught to discipline their minds in 
this seat of learning. We trust that we may call attention also to the clergy in 
general who bave gone forth from us, and contributed so much to the elevation 
of character of our countrymen, who, labouring in piety and patience, with truth 
of doctrine and innocency of life, have made our church to be the blessing and 
glory of our land. While we thus reflect with satisfaction upon the good fruit 
which has resulted from the past lavours of the university, our attention is 
awakened to the task which lies before ourselves. We see how important is the 
place which the university occupies in respect to social ha spiness and order — 
how dignified the duties — how great the responsibility of those who have to 
direct its studies, and who administer its affairs. We desire to assure your Mu- 
jesty that these topics of reflection are ever before our minds ; and that it is our 
care to address ourselves to our duty in a tirm and earnest spirit, not daunted by 
dithiculty, but nerved by the consideratioa of it to that patience of temper which, 
by God's blessing, we hope will bring success. It is our earnest prayer that 
your Majesty may live long to see the fruit of your efforts for our country’s 
weltare. Mav Almighty God protect and strengthen you, and, prospering you 
with all happiness, pour down upon you the continual dew of his blessing. `. 

A written answer to the address was read by her Majesty, after 
which the Vice-Chancellor, the masters of the several colleges in 
their order, the bishops present, and the Hon. C. E. Law, the mem- 
ber for the university, were presented to her Majesty by his Royal

Highness the Chancellor, and had the honour to kiss hands. The 
Prince and the other oflicers of the university then retired, and her 
Majesty proceeded to her apartments, accompanied by the most 
energetic applause. During the progress of the ceremony there 
must have been at least 8000 persons crowded together in the hall.

In the afternoon the Chancellor, Prince Albert, held a on:

Insotvenr Desrons’ Court. — IN pr Smitu. — This insolvent 
was opposed on the part of Maria Caines, for the damages in an 
action brought for a breach of promise of marriage. It appeared 
that the damages awarded were 100/., and the costs had been taxed 
at 121}. The insolvent had paid 100/., and the question was whether 
the money had been paid on account of the damages or costs, The 
insolvent alleged that the payment was made for the damages; and, 
on the other side, it was declared that it was given for the costs, 
The question was a material one in respect to the opposition. lt 
was stated that the attorney had applied the money to the payment 
of the costs, and that the young woman had a good ground of oppo- 
sition.

Centrau Criminat Court.—The July sessions of the Central 
Criminal Court commenced on Monday. “A number of gentlemen 
who had been summoned on the grand jury were fined 204, each, in 
consequence of not answering to their names, and not senaing an 
excuse. The requisite number of grand jurymen having been sworn, 
the common serjeant (the recorder being absent to attend the instal- 
lation of Prince Albert at Cambridge) remarked on the state cf the 
calendar, that although only twelve days had elapsed since the ter- 
mination of the last sessions, he regretted to say that there were no 
less than 135 individuals committed for trial, and in all probability 
that number, before the grand jury had concluded their labours, 
would amount, to at least 170. “The charges were of the ordinary 
character, and did not require any remarks from the court. 

New Count. — Joseph ke a country butcher, was indicted for 
causing to be offered for sale upwards of 100:bs. of meat which was 
unfit for food. ‘The meat was taken on the morning of the 24th of 
May from the defendant's cart, and placed by his direction in the 
shop of Mr, Cotterell, a salesman, Mr. Cotterell and the beadle of 
Newgate were called, and they both condemned the meat as unsound 
and totally unfit for food. Tne prisoner, in answer to the charge, 
urged that he had no knowledge of the meat being bad; he had, he 
said, paid a fair price for it, ana the change must have taken place 
during its transit to market.

Books of Travel, Geography, and Natural History — Old and New. 


Cardan, commenting upon St. Augustin’s opinions concerning the 
power of witches to change men into other forms, as asses, apes, 
wolves, bears, mice, &c., very sensibly observes, " that how much 
Augustin saith he has seen with his own eyes, so much he is 
content to believe;” and truly if tales of wonder were always re- 
ceived with the like caution, the world would have escaped the bane- 
ful consequences of many acts, not only of mere folly but of 
desperate wickedness, which have taken their origin in the indulgence 
of a foolish fancy. 

That invaluable curiosity which from the beginning has stimulated 
mankind to enterprise, aid which craves unceasingly the healthy diet 
of true knowledge, is apt to degenerate, with the more indolent and 
the uninstructed, into the unnatural longing of a gaping credulity. 
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Our own elder travellers and writers derived their ideas of unknown 
lands chiefly from the reports of the ancients, and the wild stories 
brought home by the rude crusader, or the lighter-hearted trouba- 
dour, those inveterate importers of ‘ Travellers’ Tales,” who de- 
lighted to. astonish the natives” with stories how Richard Coeur de 
Lion supped off a Saracen’s head, and the little old Man of the 
Mountains always rode pick-a-back. Hence, ontheir return, they 
were looked upon as nought, nay, even suspected of pretending to 
adventures they had never achieved, did they not confirm all the tales 
of their predecessors, and add considerably thereto from the stores of 
their own budget. Accordingly, we find few of them at all deficient 
in their contributions to the general stock of marvels, and still fewer 
venturing to Ra the slightest heretical doubt of any established 
monstrosity. 'To do these worthy pioneers justice, we must, how- 
ever, admit that, judged by Cardan’s rule, “ to believe what they saw 
with their own eyes,” they may in general be relied on; but their 
hearsay evidence, formerly implicitly believed, has in later days led 
to the discredit of the whole: thus, alternately, credulity and distrust 
have rendered their labours worse than useless. 

Those misguiding words, Ir 1s sarn, have been as a very grave to 
man’s understanding. ‘They have made us the dupes of misrepre- 
sentation and falsehood, and led us at length to regard our distant 
brethren as monsters fit only to be laughed at, plundercd, and 
abhorred. 

The extravagant ideas entertained of other nations, and unhesi- 
tatingly subscribed to on the authority of these Hearsay ‘Travellers’ 
Tales, is no where better evinced than in a very curious volume, a 
small quarto of 559 pages, published in 1653, by John Bulwer, a 

hysician, a man of learning, of sound natural sense, as is exhibited 
n many parts of his book, which in others displays an almost child- 
like credulity, and particularly distinguished by his exertions for the 
instruction of the deaf and dumb, a subject on which he appears to 
have prided himself, since he signs himself Chirosophus. 

This book, which is entitled “ The Artificial Changeling,” was 
mainly intended to ridicule and correct the many absurdities which 
are practised even among civilised nations “in fashioning and alter- 
ing their bodies from the mould intended by nature,” setting forth 
their “ foolish bravery, ridiculous beauty, filthy finenesse, and loath- 
some lovelinesse in their practices; in the course of which, by the 
way, he inveighs severely, and ina style of good sense that would 
not disgrace the medical writers of our own day, against the per- 
nicious practices of swathing infants and binding their heads, and of 
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tight-lacing by women. But although in his reports of these artificial 
monstrosities, the extreme credulity of an age sceptical enough in 
some subjects is strangely, even amusingly, apparent; yet it is to 
another part of his work, “the native and national monstrosities that 
have appeared to disfigure the human fabric,” that we would turn for 
an illustration of our previous remarks,
